Cardinal Qibbona Arrived in Rome 
Sunday— Drov* to tho Vatican and 
Paid Hia Rapeeta to Cardinal 
Oragllai the Camtrlinge. 

Rome. July 27.— The body of Pope 
Leo was burled in St Peter'a Satur- 
day nigbt. At sundown the most im- 
portant and most solemn of all the ob- 
■eQuiea took place. The front doors 
ol the baaUlea were oleeed, and the 
Tart church, except for a row of lights 
at the shrine of St. Peter, the candles 
about the bier and those persona who 
bad quietly and with the utmost rever- 
'■•^ enee gathered thereb appeareA de- 

^*^e monalgnon of the basilica, aid- 
•d by the noble guard, laid all that 
mortal of Leo XIII. in a cypress 
coffin lined with red satin and bearing 
on the cover an inlaid cros^ The en- 
tire sacred college and Prince Colonna 
rfatng to their {eet as a last tribute 
iaA sign of respect. 

When the body bad been carefully 
put In the aoffln it was entirely con- 
cealed with the red velvet covering 
which before had been on the bier. 
TUe major dome put bealde the body 
Uto Bilk purges containing colne of sll- 
Vl^ and a bronze medal, struck during 
Leo's pontlfloate. 

When all had been arranged the su- 
preme prayer was said and the last 
Ixnedictlon given, all present Joining 
U. Half suppreated lobs ware heard 
en all sides. 

The second coffin was of lead and 
Tery heavy. On th«' cover, at the 
head^ was a cross. Just below wbich 
%tB a ekuU and eroaabones, while be> 
low these were the arms of the late 
pope, with the triple crown, but with- 
out the keys. ■Ignifylng IMam 
tory. 

A Third Casket 
: These two coffins were then enclos- 
itt in a third casket ct polished walnut 
lirtthottt decorations. 

When the last supreme moment 
eame, the heavy cofBns, weighing In 
1.822 pounds, were rolled out of the 
ehapel, preceded by mace bearers and 
du>irs. singing as they went, and fol- 
lowed by all the cardinals. PoHeys 
were attached to the coffin, and soon, 
to the strains of the "Benedictus Dom- 
Uras Dens Israel." it was hoisted into 
stone sarcophagus alwTe the door, 
Wbwe it will remain unUl the grateful 
oardinals created by the late pontif 
shall erect a suiUble tomb in the ba> 
silica of St. John I^ateran, which was 
^oeen by the pope himself as bis final 
fliting place. 

- At the sixth meeting of the congre- 
gation of cardinals held Sunday 45 car- 
dinals were present. Cardinal Delia 
Volpe, voicing also the opinions of 
some of his colleagues, criticized the 
MKUonles In connection with the in- 
tatrment of Leo XIll. Saturday night 
because the cardinals did not partici- 
pate in the entire procession and com- 
plained generally of the lack of order. 
Cardinal Oreglia replied that he had 
already noticed this and that ho would 
punish those ^ho were responsible.

Ceremonial of the Conclave Establish- 
ed By Gregory XV. to Be Fol lowed. , 

The ceremonial of the oon^l^ve es- 
tablished by Gregory XV. is to be fol- 
1f>wed at the coming meeting. The 
cardinals have decided during the con- 
claTa to eat in common in order 
to facillUte their worlc. A local paper 
quotes the response at Cardinal Svam- 
pa to a <|ne8t}on m to wlietker )»• be- 
lieved the conclave would be of 
lengthy duration, as follows: "On the 
contrary, I think it will be very short 
I believe that two days will suffioe to 
reach an agreement" 

Cardinal Olbbons arrived here Sun- 
day, accfbmpanied by Father Oarvan, 
Jiis secretary. Ha was received at 
tlrt station by Mgr. Kennedy, rector of 
the American college at Rome, and 
Father Hertzog, procurator general of 
th^ order of S^lplcjMe- They 4rove 
to the Sulpietata hilMfe, vrtiere toaas 
was celebrated. Being tired and the 
hour being late. Cardinal Gibbons did 
not attend the meeting of the cardi- 
nals Sunday morning. In the after- 
noon he drove to the Vatican and paid. 
Ma respeeta to Cardinal OregUfi. who 
received him meat cordially. He had 
« conversation with the latter in which 
ttae camerlingo Informed Cardinal Oib- 
Ibons of the leading decisions made by 
the $»agretai}Qn wlUi^xaference to the 



conclave. Cardinal Oibbons will re- 
ceive no one except eardinals Wittl 
after the conclave.

Jackson, Ky., July 27. — A duel was 
fought on Squabble creek, in Perry 
county, in which both participants 
were killed. The men were playing 
cards on the mountain side by the 
light of a pine knot. An altercaflasi 
occurred between John Hall and Ell- 
sba Smith, during which both drew 
their guns and opened fire on each 
other. Hall was shot through the 
stomach and Smith through the head 
and In the abdomen. 

The other participants In thp game 
took to their heels and fled to the 
woods. Later they informed the 
friends of the duelists, who found both 
men writhing in the agonies of death. 
They were takon to their cabins on 
Squabble creek and Dr. Kash was 
sent for. He pronounced both men 
mortally wounded. When found the 
fingers of Hall atlU grasped the revol- 
ver that shortly before had sent a bul- 
let through the brain of his nearest 
neif;hl)or. A 45-callher Colt's rpvolvcr 
was lying by the side of Smith with 
two chambers empty. Both men were 
fanners. Hall was 22 years old and 
leaves a wife and one child. Smith 
was 81. A wife and tiro ehildren sur- 
vive him. 

TWO BLAZES IN LOUISVILLE.

Ing of the P. J. Botto Trunk and 
Leather Co., 328 West Market street, 
was gutt«(l by lire early Sunday morn- 
ing, two hours after the burning of 
Peter Kuhn's china store next door. 
The building was on fire at the same 
time as Kuhn's place. The second 
blaze originated on the roof and was 
caused by the smoldering embers from 
the first fire. Loss, $10,000; insurance. 
13.000. 

John Bacon, of the dry goods Urm 
of J. Bacon A Sons, was asleep over 
Isaac Myer's millinery store, next 
door. He was rescued by Pergt. Chap. 
Buddbut. who broke down a door aft- 
er Mr. Bacon waa almost overcome 
with smoke. 

Fireman Jack Flaibb fell three stor- 
ies and was dangerously injured. The 
police are Investigating the Kuhn fire. 
They say they are confident that it 
was of Incendiary origin. 

Cut Both Fatally. 
Owensboro. Ky.. July 27.— Chris 
Heady and John McMurtry. farmers, 
got into a fight with Casher Kaelln 
Sunday afternoon, and Kaelin. it is 
said, cut both of them fatally. Heady 
can not live through the night and Mc- 
Murtry. it Is believed, can not possi- 
bly recover. Kaelin is in Jail and his 
two alleged victims arc la the hos- 
pital 

Five Negreea Shot. 

Madisonville. Ky.. July 27.— A dis- 
patch from Providence, Ky., Sunday 
night says that In a fight among 
Negroes there Saturday nigbt, five 
Negroes were shot, and some of them 
fatally. Hud Morris, a Negro from this 
city, who was reported as connected 
with the shooting, has fled. 

Threatened With Biood Poiaonlng. 

Covington, Ky.. July 27.— Harry 
Koeater. aged 16 years, of 1211 Lee 
street, accidentally discharged a flo- 
bert gun several days ago, the bullet 
lodging In the instep of his foot. He 
did not report the occurrence to bis 
parents, and now ha is threatened 
with blood poisoning. 

Peacook Attacked a Child. 
Covington. Ky., July 27.— A vicious 
peacock atta( kod the 2-year-old son of 
Peter Lunkenhelmer, of this city, at 
the Lookout house, on the Lexington 
pike. The timely arrival of assistance 
saved tke «hlM from havlaf both eyes 
picked out The child was ba41y In- 
jured.

One Negro Waa Lynched and HIa Body 
BHrnad— A Bitter FeaUng Bet«reen 
'the Two Races Has Existed 
Far a Long Time. 

Danville, U.. July 27.Wames Wil- 
son, colored, was arrested charged 

with brutally assaulting Mrs. Thomas 
Uurgess, wife of a farmer, aa Alvon. 
Just north of here, Saturday. He con- 
fessed when placed in Jail., A mob of 
600 men started for the' eooaty Jail 
clamoring for hia life. 

On the way a Negro named John D. 
Metcalfe, said to be a fugitive from 
Evansville, Ind., becamu involved in an 
altercation with some of tha mob. 
They started for him and be pulled a 
gun and fired. Henry Oatterman. a 
young butcher, fell mortally wounded, 
expiring a few seconds later. The Ne- 
gro was arrested by the officers, but 
the mob soon took him away from 
the ofilcers and banged him to a tele- 
graph pole. His body was later cut 
down and taken to the eqnare in front 
of the Jail and burned. 

The mob then made an attack on the 
Jail in a vain effort to get Mrs. Bur- 
gess' assailant. A battering ram was 
improvised and an assault made on 
the Jail and the sheriff and the guards 
resisted and finally fired into the 
crowd. Twenty-two .lersons were 
wounded and the riot ('ommenced. 

The police station was wrecked and 
the county Jail had almost all its win- 
dows shattered. 

The city is now bi the hands of the 
state troops and a feeling of uneasi- 
ness and dread prevails everywhere. 

Aftar daylight appeared Sunday 
moffllng there were restless crowds on 
the streets. Hundreds of farmers 
poured into the city and each sur- 
rounding town contributed to swell the 
crowd. There were many miners seen 
on the streets. 

Great unrest and a threatening atti- 
tude was reported from Westville, five 
miles away. Barly in the morning Wil- 
son, the Negro assailant ot Mrs. Bnr^ 
gess. was secretly taken from the 
county jail but was returned shortly 
after B o'clock Sunday morning to the 
jail. 

The Militia Arrive. 

Four companies of militia arrived at 
8:30 Sunday morning from Springfield. 
Companies A, I, B and H, of the Sev- 
enth Illinois Infantry, were sent in re- 
ply to urgent requests sent at mid- 
night to state officials. The troops 
marched to the market house opposite 
the ]all and camped. Streets were 
cleared and the threatening attitude of 
the crowds disapiieared. There were 
sullen threats heard, but no attempt at 
an outbreak was manifest during the 
day. Sunday night 100 sentinels were 
patroling the streets in the immediate 
vicinity of the jail Each soldier car- 
ries 40 rounds of ammunition. 

Sheriff Whitlock said Sunday in giv- 
ing his version of the shooting into the 
mob:' "After 1 saw from the jail that 
the mob was determined to attack, I 
went to the veranda and attempted to 
talk to the maddened men. As 1 step- 
ped Into view of the crowd two bullets 
were flred, one striking the wall back 
ot me. 1 fired two shots into the air. 
Some one shouted that I was only 
bluffing and was shooting blank cart- 
ridges. I warned the mob I would 
resist an attack on the jail with pow- 
der and lead. There was another shot 
from the mob and It surged forward. 
1 then fired a shot from my shotgun 
into their legs. This drove them back 
but they returned a moment later to 
the attack of the front door. I was 
alarmed for the safety of my wife and 
children. My wife took a gun and 
said she would stand by me. 1 got her 
and the children out of the way and 
then, seeing the leaders coming with 
the rail to batter down the walls, I 
shot down the rail to make them drop 
it. This accounts for so many being 
shot in the hands and arms. I tired 
eight or ten shots in all." 

Sheriff Whitlock had four deputiaa 
and three constables with him in the 
jail guarding the prisoners. He says 
none flred into the mob but himself. 

Leading citizens say the outbreak 
has been expected by them for a long 
tiine, as bitter feeling has existed for 
several years between the Negroea 
and a certain class of white persons. 
A number of miners' outbreaks have 
occurred during the past year. 

The feeling against the soldiers Is 
noticeable. The commissary depart- 
ment Sunday had much trouble get- 
ting restaurants to servo meals. Many 
refBsed to fte4 the soldiers. There 



was one clash between the guard and 
a miner named Ed Liggett, who be- 
gan abusing tha guard. Tha soldier 
leveled his bayonet and Uggett waa 
arrested a ad flaed <100.

St Paul. I^lnn., July 27.— Two trains 

met in a head-on colliglon on the Chi- 
cago Oreat WtKtein railroad early 
Sunday and the result was four men 
dead and about 26 or 3U passengers 
injured. 

The two trains were the Twin City 
limited and a fast freight. The Mm* 

fted was running as a first section from 
Oelweln, la., to Minneapolis. The sec- 
ond section consisted ot an excursion 
train running ttwa Dee Moiaea te 
Minneapolla aat wm ttoea kowa be- 
hind time. 

The fast freight, south bound, re- 
ceived an Older at Dodge Center read- 
ing that the second section of the pas- 
senger train was three hours late and 
the crew evidently misread the order 
and attempted to make Vlaaaty sld< 
ing botwpcn Dodge Center and Hast- 
ings. Minn.. tliinl<ing that it was the 
limited that was late. 

That the two trains came together 
with terrific force was evidenced by 
the fact that both easlBee were badly 
damaged, but they remafned standing 
upright on the tracks. The bas;Kage 
and buffet cars were rompletoly wreck- 
ed. The baggage car struclv a r^mall 
building and one end went through 
the side of the structure. 

East St. I^uis, 111.. July 27.— An ac* 
commodation train on the Vandalia 
road en route to St. Louis ran into a 
well f111<'(l electric car on the Kasi St. 
LouIb and Subvirban street nUlway 
near Lanadownc Uiree miles north of 
here. Sunday, Idnnv thrie persons and 
injiiring a score. 

The crash of the rolllsion was ter» 
rifle and was heard a lunir distance 
The accommodation train v;an drawn 
by an engine which was bacldng. and 
am running at a goo4 rate of speed 
wneii suddenly ^jT tender of tha aa- 
gine crashed into the ttOtUtf car at 
the street crossing. The car was 
hurled from its track a mass of wreck- 
age. The impact caused the coaches 
to break loose from the engine and 
they did not leave the track, but the 
engine left the rails, ran about 200 feet 
over the ties. anJ turned over on Its 
side. Engineer Hoy and Fireman Hig- 
gins stuck to the engine and were 
hurled in its wreckage. After being 
removed Engineer Roy died at the 
hospital. Fireman MIggina ia so badly 
Injured that he can not live. The two 
were pinioned under a jet of .^^caMing 
steam and their screams were HKoniz- 
ing. Nothing could be done until 
Jackscrews were secured and the en- 
gine raised. Roy and HIgglns begged 
to be killed outright that they might 
not suffer the torture they were under- 
goinp When they were flnnll.v taken 
out both were literally parboiled. 
Beattie and I.enhnrth, the two other 
men who were killed, were standing 
on the platform of the street car when 
the crash came Tlioy were hurled al- 
most oil feet and were i)ickr<l up dead.
